EAST CENTRAL JUNIOR COLLEGE 


For more than half a century, East Central has operated as a Mississippi Public Junior College. Founded in 
1928, the college offers students excellent Academic and Vocational-Technical training in the pleasant surroun¬ 
dings of a two-hundred-acre campus. Two teachers and twenty-five students comprised the first faculty and the 
student body. Today, the college includes over eight hundred students and fifty-seven faculty members who study 
and teach in twenty-two programs. 

Dr. Charles V. Wright, the 5th president of the college, has held the position since 1965. By his untiring efforts 
and enthusiasm, Dr. Wright has acquired a faculty which includes outstanding teachers in all departments. Dr. 
Wright and the Board of Trustees are constantly working to upgrade the academic program and physical facilities 
of the college. 

Students live, learn, and play in nineteen major buildings. The old gymnasium, which is now used for recreation 
and intramural basketball games, was one of the first brick gymnasiums constructed in East Missisissippi. For more 
than twenty years the State B-BB Basketball Tournaments were held in this building. The new gymnasium was con¬ 
structed in 1970 and contains facilities for teaching of health and physical education. Offices for the Physical 
Education Staff as well as dressing rooms and visiting quarters for the varsity athletic teams are located in this 
building. Other outstanding facilities on the campus include the Fine Arts Center, Cross Science Hall, and Burton 
Library. 

East Central is accredited by four agencies. In 1939 the college became a member of the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools. It now holds membership in three additional associations: The American 
Association of Junior Colleges, The Mississippi College Association, The Mississippi Junior College Association. 

The college has always been a vital part of the community and area by providing a meeting place for local and 
regional civic, business and professional organizations. Band clinics, basketball camps, and cheerleader camps 
are held on the campus, and the college library serves as a source center for the community. Members of the 
faculty are associated with and often appear before civic and professional organizations. 

East Central takes pride in its athletes. Varsity sports have always been an important part of the college program, 
and teams have on several occasions participated in competition on regional and national levels. East Central's 
athletes are recruited and signed by senior institutions, and many are now coaches and teachers throughout the 
state and the South. 

Since its inception, the college has made an effort to be more than just a cluster of buildings, a faculty, and a stu¬ 
dent body. The major thrust of the institution has always been to provide the maximun opportunity for the intellec¬ 
tual, physical, and emotional development of its students. At the same time, an effort is made to create within each 
student an awareness of his individual worth and his responsibility to the community, state, and nation.

Each player on that team was an individual, and yet on the basketball court they were able to put aside 
personal ideas and ambitions and function as one body with one goal, to win the game and to do it with sportsmanship and pride. The 1976 
team gave us something to cheer about, something to take pride in, and something to lift our school spirit. They were the kind of players the 
student body and faculty could point to with admiration as they played their way into newspaper headlines across the state on their way to cap¬ 
turing the 1976 State Junior College Championship. 

Girl s basketball was only two years old under the new system established by the Junior College Association Itawamba was the defending 
State Champions and had not lost a game in two seasons East Central had been defeated five times by Itawamba in the past two years. The 
stage was set for the North Division Championship game at East Mississippi East Central had earned the right to be there, having defeated 
East Mississippi and winning over Northeast in an overtime The rest is history 


ECJC GIRLS TAKE NORTH

SCOOBA — Two shots were heard round the state from the gym at East Mississippi Junior College here Tuesday night. 

The first shot sent a hush through the crowd. The second shot sent hysteria rushing up the spines of all East Central Junior College followers 
as it gave the North Division Mississippi Junior College women's title to the warriorettes 

That one little moment will be long remembered as it gave ECJC an 81-80 win over defending state champion Itawamba in the North finals. 
Both teams enter the overall state playoffs starting Friday at East Central’s campus in Decatur. East Central will face Co-Lin. a 69-63 loser to 
Southwest Tuesday night in the South final, with Southwest facing Itawamba. 

The first shot came at the end of the half. Trailing 39-34 with a few seconds left. East Central rebounded a missed Itawamba try and started a 
fast break 

Evelyn Bender, a short Lucy Harris (like Pete Maravich is a short Kareem Abdul-Jabbar), took the outlet pass, strode two meager steps 
across the time line, and fired smartly towards the basket with but two seconds left on the clock. 

As the buzzer sounded, the ball banked off the glass and shot through the hoop. 

As cokes and popcorn sprinkled across laps in the stands, the exultation burned into astonishment on both East Central and Itawamba 
rooters. 

The shot only made It a three-point deficit at the half, 39-36, but deep in the minds of the Itawamba girls, unbeaten in junior college competi¬ 
tion in two years they have had a program, the shot had made it effect. 

The second shot was the clincher After proving this wasn’t going to be any hayday for the Itawamba club, East Central took the game with a 
bucket by Donna Carter with 16 seconds left. 

East Central had taken the lead in the second half with 16 minutes left in the final period on another goal by Carter. But the Warriorettes never 
led by more than five, and after Julie Latham fouled out at 3:45, the Squaws had finally rallied to lead 80-77 with 1:14 to go. 

Philadelphia's Diana Lyons bucketed a shot with 1:05 left to bring ECJC to within 80-79 to set up the final basket. 

ftawamba couldn't freeze the ball since the 30-second clock allows no such foolishness Itawamba tried to use as much time as allowed, but 
turned the ball over. 

East Central immediately moved to the attack. Bender scooped up the loose ball and began her fast break pattern. She filled the middle lane, 
with hopes for one of her jumpers to come from inside 20 feet 

Itawamba cut her off about 25 feet out, so she tossed the ball inside to Lyons. Lyons tried to get the shot off with 19 seconds left, but 
Itawamba's Nancy Murphree cut her off. 

But...the Tigerettes didn’t have proper defense on the right side. Noone had cut off the charging Carter, and Lyons, though slightly off 
balance at the free pitch line, got the ball to her. 

Carter layed the ball up against the glass, and as the ticker showed 16, the ball dropped through. It might not have started a revolutionary 
war, but it had a few people hopping. It also took away a championship from Itawamba. 

East Central shot only 37 percent from the field in the first half, but the last-gasp shot by Bender near the end seemed to awaken the War¬ 
riorettes, setting the stage for the later dramatics. 

Excellent balance, and what East Central Coach Lucille Wood called "Determination to beat them,” turned the game around. 

Five players turned in double figure performances for ECJC with Bender getting 24, Lyons 20. Carter 14, Jeannette Barnes 12 and Latham 
11. Murphree had 21, Lisa Hooker 19, Charlotte Jackson 14, and Jennie Loyd 12 for Itawamba, now 19-4 

If East Central (16-5) can get a few more shots to go with the ones it had Tuesday night, the overall state title might not be as hard to obtain 
East Central (81) Itawamba (80)

ECJC STATE CHAMPS

DECATUR — Super Game No 1 was termed as upset when East Central Junior College women’s team defeated Itawamba, the defending 
champion in the North Divison tournament. 

Saturday night, when East Central won the women s overall Mississippi Junior College title in Super Game No. 2, it couldn't be called an 
upset anymore Things don’t happen like that twice in a row 

East Central was crowned the Overall State champion by doing away with the Itawamba Lady Indians on the East Central court 86-77. 

It took overcoming a case of nerves and foul trouble for the Warriorettes to do the job. They did though, outpointing Itawamba 19-10 in the 
last five minutes after the contest was tied one last time at 67. 

Evelyn Bender, surely the most valuable player in the state, scored 10 points during that stretch when the game was still very much in doubt. 

She had begun very slowly, because as she said, 'I was just trying to get something started I guess I was a little nervous in the first half 

With Bender getting only eight, on a 25-point-per game average the Warriorettes turned to the inside work of Diana Lyons. Lyons, from 
Philadelphia’s Neshoba Central, got inside of the Itawamba man-to-man for 13 first half points. 

That propelled East Central to a 43-41 lead at the half, after the Warriorettes had been up by as much as 10. 

Lyons, who never played before her junior year in high school, picked up her fourth foul in the game with 12 minutes left, and her leaving the 
close game would have possibly doomed the East Central chances 

But Lucille Wood, the ECJC coach, merely switched her zone defense to put Lyons on the outside where she remained in the contest until its 
end. 

Itawamba fought back from being down by five early in the final half to take the lead at 55-54 The Indians moved ahead by as many as five 
before East Central made its final move. 

The Warriorettes took back the lead for the final time with 6 18 on a buckel by Noxapater’s Donna Carter. In the final five minutes Bender got 
10 points including six in the final minute, to ease the Warriorettes to the final margin. 

Talking about Bender after the game, Wood said. “She wants to be modest She's kind of nervous at the first, but once she gets scoring, she 
is alright.” 

Bender finished her career at East Central with 1,081 points in 42 games, but the sweetest points she ever scored were the final bucket at 
the buzzer 

That insured the title, the first East Central had won under the present junior college setup 

Bender had 26, Lyons 23. Jeannette Barnes 20 and Julie Latham 10 for ECJC Itawamba was led by Charlotte Jackson s 26 while Jeanie 
Loyd had 24 and Lisa Hooker 10

Since those days when she played basketball in Elementary School at Calvary in Winston County, Lucille Wood 
has been enthusiastic about basketball. Miss Wood graduated from Louisville High School and holds the AA 
Degree from East Central Junior College. After playing four years of basketball in high school, she was recruited by 
East Central Junior College and played two years of junior college ball before going on to the University of 
Southern Mississippi where she received the BA and MA Degrees with a major in Health, Physical Eduction, and 
Recreation. 

Before assuming the duties of basketball coach at East Central, Miss Wood had coached tennis and basketball at 
Copiah Lincoln Junior College. During the years between 1955 and 1974, when intercollegiate junior college 
basketball for women was discontinued, Miss Wood taught Health and Physical Education at East Central along 
with coaching tennis, volleyball, and directing girls’ intramurals, she found time to organize a club basketball team 
for girls. These club teams won state championships in 1970 and 1973. The 1973 team played in region III Tour¬ 
nament at West Georgia College. 

In 1974 girls basketball was officially reinstated in Mississippi Junior Colleges, and since that time her teams 
have won three division championships and state championships in 1976 and 1979. She has also taken East Cen¬ 
tral team to four regional tournaments. 

Miss Wood has been active in many organizations. She has served as President of the Mississippi Junior College 
Women Coaches' Association, the ECJC Alumni Association, and was chosen East Central’s Alumnus of the Year 
in 1965. She is also an active member of Delta Kappa Gamma. 

In 1977 she served as a coach for the first Junior College All Star Team and was voted one of the top twenty 
junior college coaches in the nation. In 1979 she was voted the Miss. Association of Coaches Junior College 
Women’s Coach of the Year. 

Miss Wood serves on the Selection Committee for the Third Annual Stayfree National Coach of the year commit¬ 
tee. She is listed in the 1980 Marquis Publications Who’s Who in the South and Southwest. 

Since 1970, Miss Wood's teams have achieved a 137-64 record against other Junior College Teams and her 
girls, after graduating from East Central, have been signed by the University of Southern Mississippi, Jackson 
State University, Mississippi College, Livingston State University, and the New York Stars. Miss Wood is the Dean 
of Mississippi Junior College women’s basketball coaches for she has been coaching the sport longer than any 
other active coach in the junior college circuit.

For more than half a century, East Centra) has operated as a Mississippi Public Junior College Founded in 
1 928, the college offers students excellent Academic and Vocational-Technical training in the pleasant surroun¬ 
dings of a two-hundred-acre campus. Two teachers and twenty-five students comprised the first faculty and the 
student body Today, the college includes over eight hundred students and fifty-seven faculty members who study 
and teach in twenty-two programs. 

Dr. Charles V Wright, the 5th president of the college, has held the position since 1 965 By his untiring efforts 
and enthusiasm, Dr. Wright has acquired a faculty which includes outstanding teachers in all departments. Dr. 
Wright and the Board of Trustees are constantly working to upgrade the academic program and physical facilities 
of the college. 

Students live, learn, and play in nineteen major buildings The old gymnasium, which is now used for recreation 
and intramural basketball games, was one of the first brick gymnasiums constructed in East Missisissippi. For more 
than twenty years the State B-BB Basketball Tournaments were held in this building The new gymnasium was con¬ 
structed in 1970 and contains facilities for teaching of health and physical education. Offices for the Physical 
Education Staff as well as dressing rooms and visiting quarters for the varsity athletic teams are located in this 
building Other outstanding facilities on the campus include the Fine Arts Center, Cross Science Hall, and Burton 
Library. 

East Central is accredited by four agencies. In 1 939 the college became a member of the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools. It now holds membership in three additional associations: The American 
Association of Junior Colleges, The Mississippi College Association, The Mississippi Junior College Association. 

The college has always been a vital part of the community and area by providing a meeting place for local and 
regional civic, business and professional organizations. Band clinics, basketball camps, and cheerleader camps 
are held on the campus, and the college library serves as a source center for the community. Members of the 
faculty are associated with and often appear before civic and professional organizations. 

Varsity sports have always been an important part of the college program, 
and teams have on several occasions participated in competition on regional and national levels. East Central s 
athletes are recruited and signed by senior institutions, and many are now coaches and teachers throughout the 
state and the South.

High School. She holds the AA Degree from East Central Junior College, 

B. S. degree and M. A. Degree from the University of Southern Mississippi. 

Before assuming duties of basketball coach at East Central, Miss Wood 
has coached tennis and basketball at Copiah Lincoln Junior College. During 
the years between 1955 and 1974, when intercollegiate junior college basket¬ 
ball for women was discontinued, Miss Wood taught Health and Physical Education 
at East Central along with coaching tennis, volleyball, and directing girls' 
intramurals, she found time to organize a club basketball team for girls. 

These club teams won state championships in 1970 and 1973. The 1973 team 
played in region III tournament at West Georgia College. 

In 1974 girls basketball was officially reinstated In Mississippi 
Junior Colleges, and since that time her teams have won three division champ¬ 
ionships in 1976 and 1979. She has also taken East Central teams to four 
regional tournaments. 

Miss Wood has been active in many organizations. She has served as 
President of the Mississippi Junior College Women Coaches' Association, the 
ECJC Alumni Association and was chosen East Central's Alumnus of the Year in 
1965. She Is also an active member of Delta Kappa Gamma. 

In 1977 she served as a coach for the first Junior College All Star Team 
and was voted onw of the top twenty junior college coaches in the nation. In 
1979 she was voted the Miss. Association of Coaches Junior College Women's 
Coach of the Year. She was one of the All-Star coaches in 1981. 

Miss Wood serves on the Selection Committee for the Third Annual Stayfree 
National Coach of the year committee. She is listed in the 1980 Marquis Pub¬ 
lications Who's Who in the South and Southwest. 

Since 1970, Miss Wood's teams have achieved a 137-64 record against other 
Junior College teams and her girls, after graduating from East Central, have 
been signed by the University of Southern Mississippi, Jackson State University, 
Mississippi College, Livingston State University.Mississippi University for 
Women, and the New York Stars. Miss Wood is the Dean of Mississippi Junior 
College Women's basketball coaches for she has been coaching the sport longer 
than any other active coach in the junior college circuit.

LUCILLE WOOD 
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Miss Wood is a native of Winston County and a graduate of Louisville High 
School. She received her AA Degree from East Central Junior College, B.S. 
Degree and M.A. Degree from the University of Southern Mississippi with a 
major in Health, Physical Education, and Recreation. She has also achieved 
sixty hours beyond Masters from Mississippi State and University of Southern 
Mississippi. 

Before coming to East Central, Miss Wood coached tennis and basketball at 
Copiah-Lincoln Junior College. When intercollegiate junior college basket¬ 
ball was discontinued, between 1955 and 1974, Miss Wood taugnt Health 
and Physical Education at East Central along with coaching tennis, 
volleyball, and directing girls intramurals. She also found time to organize a 
club basketball team for girls, which won state championships in 1970 and 

1973. The 1973 team played in region III tournament at West Georgia 
College. It was during this time Miss Wood worked hard for young women 
to be able to enjoy the advantages of sports participation on the secondary 
and college levels. Through the efforts of her ana others who shared the 
same ideals of equality, womens sports have become a reality. 

Girls basketball was officially reinstated in Mississippi Junior Colleges in 

1974, and since that time her teams have won three division championships 
in 1976, 1979 and 1980. The 1976 team and 1979 team were state cham¬ 
pions. She has also taken East Central teams to regional tournaments in 
1977, 1978, 1979, and 1980. The 1979 team reached the semi-finals. 

Miss Wood has been and still is active in many organizations. She has ser¬ 
ved as President of the Mississippi Junior College Women Coaches' 
Association, the ECJC Alumni Association, and was chosen East Central's 
Alumnus of the Year in 1965. She is an active member of Delta Kappa Gama, 
Mississippi Junior College Faculty Association, Mississippi Association of 
Education, and University of Southern Mississippi and ECJC Alumni 
Association. 

In 1978 she served as a coach for the first Junior College All Star Team and 
was voted one of the top twenty junior college coaches in the nation. In 
1979 she was voted the Mississippi Association of Coaches Junior College 
Women's Coach of the Year. In 1981 she was one of the All-Star coaches. 

Miss Wood serves on the Selection Commettee for the Fourth Annual 
Stayfree National Coach of the Year committee and a member of the 
Basketball Committee for Region XXIII. She is listed in the 1980 Marquis 
Publications Who's Who in the South and Southwest. 

Since 1970, Miss Wood's teams have achieved a 159-88 record against 
other Junior College teams and her girls, after graduating from East Central, 
have been signed by a number of Senior colleges. 

Miss Wood has been at East Central for twenty-six years. Her time and 
energies are equally devoted to classroom teaching and coaching. The 
sophomore ball players of 1982 presented Miss Wood with a plaque with 
the following inscription that describes her: "Lucille Wood combines 
athletes and academics to build well rounded individuals."
